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THE GREAT MYSTERY. 


Directivity is a word not to be found in any 
dictionary, and yet it sums up in one word the 
great mystery of the universe—the mine of 
Who directs its pulsating life. 

Professor G. Henslow uses the word i ina 
most interesting number of the “Hibbert 
Journal” (Oct.), and says that he is indebted 
for it to the eminent chemist Prof. A.H. 
Church. “It has long been contended,” he says, 
‘that there is no force in a living body which 
cannot ultimately be identified with the 
physical forces of the inorganic world o1 be 


Rips or otherwise. No one disputes this 

; but there is something else which cannot 

wee 80 explained, and that is directivity, and it 

| is my object to ‘trace this property through 

| the world.” “Directivity is no force, but a 
_ characteristic of life.” 

To illustrate this he points out that “in 
| every case the food may be the same fora 
| great variety of organisms, as for a multitude 
of species of plants growing in the same 
meadow ;or when sheep, 


mpounds 
bephehepe: identical, but they find them- 
selves ultimately gs in very different 
arrangements in the different animals. This 
can only be possible, under the influence of 
| directivity, but ‘directing’ differently in each 
, creatare. This directivity i is therefore a charac- 
' teristic of life.” 
| “Why,” asks Prof. Henslow, “should certain 
| sabstancés be guided to certain places — salts 
pe lime to bones, silica to teeth and claws, 
phosphates to brain, ete. The molecules are 
first driven about mechanically in the blood 
| by certain forces ; various chemical combina. 
tions are made under the action of other for- 
, ces; bat what directs all the forces which 
finally impel the new-made molecules to take 
up certain positions over others in the building 
up of a body ? Directivity is a usefal word to 
express the fact. It commits one to nothing 
as to its source; but it at least supplies a 
term to express the analogy between tho 
chemist’s mind and Natare’s —what ?” 

Once more he points out that “if a water 
plant be growing op submerged but reaches 
the surface of the water and then grows into 
the air, the whole anatomy at once alters at 
the water level. If a leaf happen tostand obli- 
quely at the surface so that one half grows 
under water, the other half developing above 
it, the former is constructed to be in harmony 
with a submerged existence, the other half 
being adapted to live in air. Again, if the 
hook-like extremities of the tendrils of the 
Virginia creeper touch a wall, the points at 
once begin to swell into adhesive pads. What 
is itwhich guides the constructive forest to 
build up the tissues in response to the above 
external conditions {The provisional anawer is, 
Directivity is life.” 

Prof. Henslow then points ont that Haeckel 
in his “Riddle of the Universe,” and other 
modern rationalists, do not explain this. “They 
can do no more than assert that it is all done 
by blind forces ; as if forces possessed a sort of 
consciousness of what they are about and a 
will “to determine their own motions and 
directions,” 

“Are all organic structures the outcome of 


*| some -Universal lutelligence in some sort of 


way akin to that in ourselves which every 
human being is profoundly conscious of possess- 
ing t’ asks the Proféasor. “How is the ques- 
tion to be decided ? It seems to depend on 
the capacity of individual brains as to their 
power of appreciation of induction.” 

“In universal directivity there is recognised 
as immanent an Omnipresent Director as 
head ; to which again, judging by analogy with 
our own human consciousness of directivity, 
the result of our will, the induction now super- 
adds conscionsness and will. Because it is 
inconceivable how these ies of man’s 

can have arisen at all if there bad 
not been some origination in qualities of a like 
mind or natare.” 

“We thus realise conception of God in 
Nature,” concludes Prof. Henslow, “or the 
‘Power’ of Mr. Herbert Spencer, by direct 
inductive reasoning. If Haeckel cannot accept 
this induction, all wo can say ia that from our 
point of view his mind mnst have a ‘want.’ 
On the other hand, he will retort, ‘Your induc: 


tions are all superstitions,’ ”

The Suakin Mining Syndicate has been de- 
veloping the Barrahme Mine, held under lease 
by the Egypt and Sudan Mining Syndicate, in 
terms of the agreement. Although the opera- 
tions have not yet resulted in the opening up 
of any considerable extent. of ore-ground, the 
directors are hopeful that farther shoots of ore 
similar to the one which was discovered by the 
Egypt and Sudan Mining Syndicate at the 
130 ft. level, and which produced gold-bearing 
quartz ot high value may be met with. To 
treat the ore already opened up a 5-stamp 
battery, with the necessary engine power, was 
sent to the mine in January last and set in 
operation in June, A consignment of gold of 
the value of £800 was recently received, and a 
further quantity is expected shortly. This gold 
has been obtained from the dumps at surface 
and underground workings apart from the rich 
shoot of ore at and below the 180 ft. level. The 
superintendent now advises that stoping was 
about to be commenced on this shoot, and an 
improved oatlay of gold may consequently be 
antiteetee The syndicate is well provided

THE STRUGGLE OF THR PARTIES. 


Theintestine dispotes of the various sections 
of the Nationaffts appear to be increasing in 
virulence, for the speach of Mustapha. Pasha 
Kamel at the Zizinia Theatre has resulted in 
exasperating rather than mollifying the other 


groups. Some of the Nationalists are spending

THE PARTY OF THE NATION. 


While the Moderate Nationalists are fight- 
ing Kamel and his followers, a fierce conflict is 
being carried on in another part of the field 
of battle between the Party of the Nation 
and the Egyptian Liberals. The trouble haa 
arisen because the Cairo correspondent of 
the “Manchester Guardian” in writing to 
that newspaper stated that the various 
points in the political programmes of the 
Party of the Nation and the Egyptian Liber- 
als were so much alike that it was strange 
that a fusion of the two sects had not taken 
place. Now todeclare that any of the pro- 
grammes of the various political parties in 
Egypt bears the slightest resemblance to any 
of the others, is an insult of the most bitter 
character, for each party prides itself on being 
original. As soon as the copy of the “Man- 
chester Gnardian” containing this article 
arrived in Egypt, the organ of the Party of 
the Nation, “Al Garida” became very annoyed 
that anybody should venture to suggest that 
its programme had the slightest affinity with 
the tenets of the Egyptian Liberals. It declared 
that the Party of the Nation was in its 
very essence utterly unconnected with any 
of the dogmas forming part of the creed 
of the Egyptian Liberals, for the Party of 
the Nation insisted on the independence 
and self-government of Egypt, while that 
the Egyptian Liberals actually accepted 
and recognised the Occupation. Moreover 
the Liberals were only an imaginary party 
whereas the Party of the Nation was the only 
real and genuine political party in the whole 
country. As El Sayed Hassan Moussa El 
Akkad had recently. declared in the columns of 
Mustapha Pasha Kamel’s organ that the 
Party of the Nation only existed in the 
imagination of a few individuals, the object 
of this taunt no doubt thought that it would 
bea good stroke of policy to pass it on to the 
Liberals.

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“EGYPT'S TRADE. 
CHEMICAL MANURE IMPORTS. 


A trade in Egypt which has been increasing, 
says the British Chamber of Commerce Bulletin, 
by leaps and bounds during the past three or 
four years, and which will undoubtedly continue 
to do so for some time to come, is the one 
dealing with the handling of artificial ferti- 
lisers. The accompanying statistics, which 
have been prepared from the Customs Honse 
returns, show that in 1902 the total imports 
of all artificial manores werg 2,000 tons valued 
at LE. 18,000, whilst last year the figures 
were nearly 13,000 tons declared at over 1..B. 
122,000. Por the first nine months of 1907 the 
deliveries totajled 7579 tons L.E. 76,907, 

Apart from the influence of the Assouan 
Dam agd other irrigation works in largely 
increas the area of cultivable land, and so 
causing A bigger demand for manures, the main 
reason fot the recent rapid growth in the trade 
isthe fact that the native is now endeavouring 
to grow cotton once every two years instead of 
once in three, and, consequently, finds that he 
must ietarn something to the land which will 
replace the nonrishment taken out of it by the 
cotton. When we remember the high figare 
the fellah pays for his land, whether he buys 
or rents it, coupled with the phenomenal price 
at which he has recently been able to dispose 
of his crop, we can readily understand that tho 
man willendegvour to squeeze cotton out of 
his fields as often as possible. 

Prior to the introduction of artificial fertili- 
sers, the credit for which being due almost 
entirely to the Khedivial Agricultural Society, 
the native mainly depended upon ‘“Sabakb,” 
that is to say the remains of old buildings 
villages and cemeteries for his manure. Such 
remains —generally in the form of small hills 
—were found all over the Delta, but they 
are gradually becoming appraciably scarcer, or 
too far away from the scenes of cultivation. 
Other native manures are river and canal mud 
and stable refuse, but these, together with 
“Sabakh,” are totally insufficient to meet the 
requirements of the country, a andwe therefore 
scarcely think we are wide of the mark in say- 
ing that chemical manure imports are likely to 
still farther largely develop. 

In the Note published by the financial 
Adviser to the Egyptian Government on the 
subject of the budget for 1906, attention was 
drawn to the fact that, while the area under 
cotton cultivation had steadily grown during 
the past few years, there had been no increase 
im total crop productions, the quality also hav- 
ing left mach to be desired, A word of 
caution was given to those cultivators who were 
then growing cotton on the same land every 
two years, and who did not also pay sufficient 
attention to the question of the seed. 

In a similar Note a year later on the 
Bodget for 1907, the Adviser said “ Although 
the area devoted to cotton has steadily in 
creased of late years, the total amount of the

A partial explanation of the improved state 
ot affairs at the end of 1906 was, undoubtedly, 
the fact tnt import of chemical manures in 
that year wete 12,725 tons against only 6,200 
tons in 1905.. 

For cotton, the native usually puts on each 
feddan (a little more than an acre) 200 kilos of 
superphosphdtes and from 80 to 90 kilos of 
nitrogenous fertilisers, of which about two- 
thirds are nitrate of soda and one-third sulphate 
of ammonia. Manures in these proportions will 
cost about P.T 180 to P.T: 185 (£1.16.11 to 
£1.17.11) delivered to any railway station in 
Lower Egypt. 

For wheat, the cultivator uses from 90 to 
100 kilos of nitrate of soda per feddan. He 
can ‘obtain this delivered to any station in 
Lower Egypt from P.T. 115 to P.T. 120 
(£1.3.7 to £1.4.7) per feddan., 

The prices of chemical .manures vary con- 
siderably from time to time, but the following 
may be taken as average rates :

Owing to the very small Egyptian demand 
prior to last year, it was found cheaper and 
more convenient to bring the. nitrate of soda 
from Chili to Belgiam .and thea trans-ship to 
Alexandria according to réffirements. This 
largely accounts for the faot that in 1905, 
Belgiam hac practically the whole of the Bgyp- 
tian trade. In 1906, the salea having increased 
80 enormously, the Khedivial Agricaltural 
Society ot Cairo chartered two vessels and 
brought full cargoes (besides having part 
cargoes on their ships) direct from Chili to 
Alexandria, and the same process is being 
repéated - this year. 

Belgium is the principal soarce of supply for 
superphosphates, the manures being actaally 
prepared in that country. Glasgow also ships a 
few superphosphates, but Antwerp does nearly 
tho whole of the trade. 

In the case of Sulphate of Ammonia, the 
wain port of shipment is Glasgow, after which 
comes Antwerp. 

Practically the only manures tnanofaotared 
in Egypt ara those tarned out by the Cairo 
Sewage Transport Co. sach as “Poudrette” and 
other sewage prodnets. The Company also 
works up various slaughter house products 
gach as dried blood, powdered hoof and horn 
and ground bones..When-these were first put 
on the market some years ago, the Company 
had great difficulty in selling them, as the 
native did not appreciate the value of artifiaial 
manures, and, moreover, was not in a goo 
enough financial position to inqur the neces- 
sary expense. ‘These-diffion]ties, however, have 
now been overcome, thanks. to the work done 
by the Khedivial Agricultural Sorieky. in edu- 
cating the natives,in the use of fertilisers, and. 
also to the fact that the fellaheen can now 
afford to pay for the same. 

With regard to the Khedivial Agricultaral 
Society of which mention has already been 
made, we may say that this body has interested; 
itself in the distribution ot chemical manures, 
daring the past six or seven years, With the 
object to assisting the Society in,this,work, the 
Government between September and December 
1906 lent them £100,000 at 2%. per annum 
interest 

Speaking on the above matter in his report 
for the year 1906 Lord Cromer said that 
the whole of the £100,000 “was employed 
and reimbursed to the Society, which was 
thus ina position to repay the Govern- 
ment. In view of the large amount of money 
required in the future, the Government has 
informed the Society that it is unable to 
advance further sums. ‘The question thus beco- 
mes one of ordinary commerce. So long as 
the Governmentadyanced money to the Society 
at alow rate of interest, and the Society 
distributed manure at a profit of only 2 %, it 
was obvionsly impossible for commercial enter 
prise to enter into competition with the Society. 
In future the Society will not be able to carry 
on the whole of this work asin the past. Com. 
merce will, itis hoped, gradually replace the 
Society, and, by selling at a reasonable price, 
will induce cultivators to obtain their supplies 
through this channel.” 

We may mention that the Egyptian Markets 
Ltd. have recently entered into the trade of 
supplying the natives with artificial manares. 
The Company which was established in 1898 
with acapital of £175,000, rans official mar- 
kets in 120 centres in Egypt and, therefore, 
possesses the necessary organization for distri- 
buting the fertilisers direct to the Ardbs. 

_ The imports of chemical manures are allowed 
into the country daty free (the only otber 
instance of free entry here being books by 
parcel post) and special reduced rates are in 
force on the State Railways for carriage into 
the Interior. It will thas be seen that the 
Government is encouraging the native, as far 
as possible, to use chemical manures. 

There is no monoply for the import of artifi- 
cial fertilisers, and any manufacturer or mer- 
chant is thas able to engage in the trade.
